from the date on which the Gazette copies of the said notifi¬ 
cation were made available to the pubfic; 

whereas, the copies of tbe said Gazette were made 
avillable' to the public on 16th August, 1993» 

And, whereas, the objections and suggestions received from 
the public on the said draft rules have been considered by 
the Unlral Government. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of t he powers con ferred! by 
sub-section (1) of section 23 of the said Act, the Central 
Government after consultation with the Central Committee 
for Food Standards, hereby makes the following rules, fiw- 
ther to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 
1955, namely I— 


RULES 

1h (1) These Rules may be called the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration (Ist Amendment) Rules, 1995^

be substituted, namely 

**6, Qualification of Public Analyst.—A person shall not 
be qualified for appointment as a public analyst 
unless he: 

(1) holds a Master's Degree in Chemistry or Bio¬ 

chemistry or Food Technology or Microbiology 
or Food and Drugs from a University established 
fn India by Law or fs an Associate of the Insti¬ 
tution of (demists (India) by cxatnlaation In the 
^ section of Food! Analysts conducted by the Instl- 
“ tution of Chemists (India) or has an equivalent 
Qualification recognised and notified by the Central 
Government for such purposes and has not loss 
than three vears’ experience in the analysis of 
food; 

(2) has been declared qualified for appolnlment as a 

public analyst bv a Board appointed and notified 
by the CcnlrgJ O^^vernment for Such purposes: 


Provided that a person who is a public analyst on the 
dale of commencement of ihc^e Prevention of Food AduF 
ieradon iAmeudmem) Rules, 1994 or who has worked as 
a public analyst for a period of three years before such 
commencomcni may hold office as such, subject to the terms 
and conditions of i>crvice applicable to him even though he 
does not fulfil tho qualificarions laid down in clauses (1) 
and (2 )h” 

Provided further that a person wno :— 

(i) holds a degree in science with chemistry or Bio¬ 

chemistry or Food Technology or Food! and Drugs 
from a University established in India by I^aw or has 
un equivalent qualitication recognised and notified 
bv the Central Government for such p^ose and 
has not less than five years of experience after 
graduation in the analysis of food, and 

(ii) (qj has been declared qualified for appointment as 

a Public Analyst by a Bouid appointed andf notified 
under clause ( 2 } of this rule, prior to comniencement 
to the Prevention of Food Adulteration (Amend¬ 
ment) Rules, 1994, or 

(b) shall be declared qualified for appointment ag a 
Public Analyst by a Board appointed and notified 
under clause (2) of this rule upto the period of 
31-3-97, 

shall be eligible for appointment as public analyst, eventhough 
he dbeG not fulfil the qualifies don laid down in clause (1), 

4. In rule 7, of the said rules :— 

(a) after sub-rule (i), the following proviso shall be in¬ 

serted namely:— 

“Provided that in case sample container received by 
the public analyst is found to be in broken condi¬ 
tion or unfit for analysis he shall within a period 
of seven days from the date of receipt of such 
sample Jutorm the local (Health) authority about 
the same and send requisition to him for sending 
second part of the sample/' 

(b) after the second, proviso, the following note shall 

bo inserted', namely :— 

"Note ;-^In case of sample received under the proviso 
of rule 7(1) or rule 9A, The period of forty 
days shall be counted from the date of receipt 
of the second part of the sample.” 

5. In rule 9, in sub-nile (i) of the said rules, after the words 
' the local area concerned” the words "or local (Health) 
authority” shall be inserted, 

6. The rule 9-A of the said rules shall be renumbered as

(b) Local (Health) Authority, while sending second 
part of the sample under the provisron of sub¬ 
section (2E) of section 13 of the Act, shall do 
so within a period of 20 day® from the date of 
receipt of the report from the first public analyst* 

7. In mie 17 of the iiaid niles, after clause (h) and before 
the proviso, the following clause shall be inserted, namely:^ 

fc) The scaled container of one of the remaining two 
parts of the sample and a copy of the memorandum 
111 yil kept with the lp£al (Health) Authority 
' f ^ period of 7 days be sent to the 

public analyst on requisition made by him to it 
by any suitable means/' 
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8. In rule 22 of the said rules, in the table, for the entry 
in column 2 against S. No. 37, the entry “500 gm’' shall 
be substituted. 

9. In appendix ^A' to the said rules, in Form 1 and Form 
i-A, for paragraph 2 of the memoranduini the following 
piiragraph shall be substituted, namely:— 

"2, A fees of Rs. 200 for analysis of the sample is 
enclosed vide Demand Draft for Rs. 200 drawn in 
favour of the Pay and Account Officer, Central Food 
Laboratory, Directorate General of Health, Services, 
Calcutta payable at Bant of Baroda, 4, India Ex¬ 
change Place, Calcutta-700001. The Director, Cen¬ 
tra) Food Laboratories, On receipt of the Demand 
Draft from the Court shall inmicdiately send the 
same to the Central Food Laboratory, 3, Kyd Street, 
CalcuKa-700016 for deposition in respective Receipt 
Head."
